VETO POWER 


Oklahoma City, April 28—The house 
Saturday passed to final roll 
call 
with very little dis use ion a proposed 
amendment in the state constitution 
to imit the governor’s veto power, or 
rath er reduce the 
legislative 
vote 
n ece ssary to pull a bill over the ve­ 
to. 
The m easure provides that a major­ 
ity may pass a non-emergencv. meas- 
pre over the governor’s veto; and a 
tw o-thirds vote an emergency meas­ 
ure. 
In other words, the vote neces­ 
sary t opass a measure shall be suf­ 
ficient to repass it over the veto. 
The authors are Representatives H . 
Ai. Smith and Peery. 
If passed on 
final roll call, the authors will at­ 
tem pt to set it for a vote August 5, 
when the railroad building am end­ 
ment and Ethers will be vet d on. 
The house dealt a death blow to 
the proposed amendment to the init­ 
iative and referendum provision of 
the constitution which would have let 
a majority of the votes specifically 
cast upon a question determ ine. 
I n 
der the constitution as it now stands, 
it requires a majority of all 
votes 


cast at an election, whether upon the 
specific question or not, to carry a 
state 
question 
or 
constitutional 
amendment to victory. 
The house by a vote of 46 to 25 sus­ 
tained an unfavorable report of the 
committee on constitutional amend­ 
m ents. 
The house refused to put on the 
calendar a senate hill which would 
have required one of the three mem­ 
bers of the board of affairs to have 
the 
qualifications 
of 
a 
practical 
printer. 
Representatives Edmister and Welty 
introduced a hill providing for the 
sterilization, to prevent procreation 
by confirmed crim inals, idiots, im­ 
beciles and rapists. 
Such a bill was 
introduced at the regular session but 
did not get very far.
